‘Many parents have been worried 
about the obvious ill effect on 
children from being hurried in. the| 
classroom, particularly by constant 
speed drills in arlthmetic. Often 
tn this column I have condemned 
stop-wateh teaching. 

‘Mere is a letter from a teacher: 

“Dear Dr. Myers: 1. regularly 
read, your column, “The Parent 
Problem,’ in our local paper. You| 
write many fine things, but I 
ways disagree with you in your| 
eriticlsm of speed tests in arith-| 
metic. 

“Tt is my belief, that there ts 
nothing inherently wrong in speed 
teats, It-is-the misuse of them, 
rathge than the tests themselves, 
to which you should object. It has, 
deen! my practice for years to be 
gin each of my seventh grade 
Wthmetic classes every day with a 
speed test. 

“However, T am careful to elim!- 
nate any strain, Instead of calling| 
them speed tests, I call them tm- 
provement tests, ‘as the text does. 
I carefully explain thelr nature 
‘and purpose to my pupils. ‘Thien 
I tell them that the tests will be 
given not to obtain a mark, but 
entirely for practice. I tell them 
not to become excited, but to work 
calmly, for only in so doing can| 
they do thelr best. I stress accur~ 
‘acy rather than speed. When the 
four minutes allowed for the test 
fare up, a bell rings quietly. Then| 
each pupil scores his own paper 
tn the back of his book. No one 
is criticised for, not having done| 
better... 
"Tests Not at Fanft 

believe that it Is only fair 
that in the earliest possible column’ 
you present this aspect of speed. 
tests: ‘That tt is not the tests| 
themselves which are at fault, but| 
rather the way in which they are 
used. Parents and other readers of 
your column should not be led to 
eriticize indiscriminately teachers 
who use speed tests.” 

Here is how I answered him: 

“My condemnation of speed tests| 
hardly applies to your case. The| 
tests you give I should not clasalfy'

The prevailing practlee 1s 
to hurry children and to grade 
them in thelr speed against. the 
wateh, What worries me and oth~ 
er parents is that most teachers 
hurry children by practicing: them 
against the watch for the purpose 
of making them do well in s sten- 
dard test they will get once or 
twlee a year. 

“sclentific. studies indicate that 
hurrying a learner does not make 
him work fast, but retards his 
speed; that the’ best way to pre~ 
pare a pupil to be rapid in akills 
fs to guide him in exercising ac~ 
curate skills in anSatmosphere of 
calm. Any classroom exercise that 
makes children Jittery. and an- 
ious cannot be defenied: on the 
basis of learning efficiency. I 
shall have to go on condemning 
stop-watth teaching.

ARTILLERY ACTIONS

NOW IT’S A FIVE YEAR WAR PLAN 


Chancellor Hitler has said he has order- 
ed plans on the basis of a five year war by 


rMADY- 

‘This did not meet with the first view of 
the German, Chancellor who saw al 
“lightning war” against the Poles. He 
immediately realized that it would not be 
sudden ‘when Britain and.France entered 
ithe conflict, and therefore he planned & 
‘proposal. So far he has not struck 
with the full might on the western front, 
though-his sea marauders have been 
active but are suffering heavily, and there 
‘have been times when it was thought that} 
ithe blow would fall, Now the centre of| 
interest has switched to the Netherlands| 
frontier. 

"There is no doubt that he dearly wants 
to get ‘out of this war by any means 
possible, but peace as he would have it 
fvould really mean a victory for Nazism 
because he would still be capable of doing 
damage to the security of nations. 

‘His threat of a five year war does not} 
frighten the Allies. They are in the hostil- 
ities until the world is cleansed of Nazism. 
Hitler, it may be sure, does not méan to 
fight for five years. He would be pleased 
if-he had the material, resources and 
man power to do so but he has not. 

‘The war still stays without’ the full’ 
fury breaking out. The German Chancel- 
lor may doubtless make many moves c! 
culated to bring’ a cessation of hostilities 
even though he hi 
last offer which was rejected by Britain 
land France. He has spoken of talking 
ithe English language they surely will 
understand.” That is his latest threat.

espousing Nazism in other lands and those 
persons of German birth who living in 
other lands have kept'their pride in Ger- 
many, feel if called upon to return to Ger- 
many and be repatriated?
